sometimes grey, but there is still a richness of life in the 
earth and air which fills one’s heart with singing birds; the 
blessings of the harvest are fresh in our minds, the full throb 
of summer and the golden glow of autumn are pulsing in 
our memories.

November days will not be short or dull if 
they are spent in picking up the threads of neglected oppor- 
tunities for showing gratitude, and weaving them into a 
mantle of Thanksgiving. 


r ATRIOTIC societies in America seem to flourish with 
continued vigor as the republic grows in years. The 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, one af the great patri- 
otic societies of America, are nearing their score of years; 
their nineteenth annual convention will be held in the city of 
Washington this month, at which time with suitable cere- 
monies they will lay the corner stone of the great monument 
which they are building in the Confederate Square in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 

This band of sixty thousand women is now represented 
by perfected and permanent organizations in thirty-three 
State of the Union, and while it stands for ideals and 
sentiment, it also accomplishes the most practical sort 
of work. Its four great aims are monuments to Con- 
federate dead—the two great co-operative ones now 
in process of building being one at Arlington National 
Cemetery and the other at Shiloh National Park; 
the preservation of the true history of the War 
Between the States; the care of needy Confederate men and 
women; and the education of the descendants of these men 
and women. Last year this association had in bank over 
twenty-six thousand dollars for their Arlington monument; 
over twelve thousand dollars for their Shiloh monument, 
and during the year had expended over fourteen thousand 
dollars in its educational work in behalf of the descendants 


‘reports being carried to that meeting will show a vast 


increase over the record of 1911. Bound together by a 
common heritage these daughters of the South, tenderly and 
earnestly, yet proudly and devotedly, bend all their best 
energies of mind and heart to the task of preserving the 
records of the men and women of the 60’s who so bravely 
underwent the ordeals of war and reconstruction. They 
honor their past and yet they build for the future, and their 
love of country is a heritage bequeathed them by their patri- 
otic ancestors. Patriotism and idealism go hand in hand 
and these elements infused into a nation’s life are qualities 
of citizefiship which make a people truly great. America 
can count among her best and brightest assets in national 
lifé the patriotism of her women and the story of this patri- 
otism is in a large measure the story of these Daughters of 
the Confederacy and their fore-mothers. Their future is 
full of bright promise and their plans stretch out to uplift 
and beautify all parts of their native land.. 


OMAN’S Titanic Memorial:—The present century 

has not been called upon to witness a greater catas- 
trophy or a more inspiring spectacle of heroic manhood than 
were brought about by the sinking of the great “Titanic.” 
The world was hushed in grief and smypathy, then came the 
sense of grateful pride that the manhood of the twentieth 
century was equal to the highest demands upon its courage 
and self-sacrifice. Early in the summer it occurred to a 
group of women to start a movement for a national memo- 
rial to those men who so bravely and so unhesitatingly gave 
up their lives for womanhood on that terrible April night in 
mid-ocean, and to make it in the form of a Memorial Arch 
at the National Capital typifying woman’s tribute to 
“Heroic Manhood.” Women all over the United States are 
being asked to contribute to the fund; the sum asked for 
being set at one dollar, so that every woman may have a 
hand in the work. Mrs. John Hayes Hammond, a South- 
ern woman, is secretary of the memorial, and the South fur- 
nished her share of men among the heroic dead whom the 
arch will commemorate. Southern women’s interest in this 
memorial is requested and they should at once respond so 
that the gift may be nation-wide in its significance. 


IVIC workers in South Carolina should be interested in 

the fourth annual session of the South Carolina Con- 
ference of Charities and Corrections which will be held in 
Greenville, S. C., November 12th-14th. All the clubs in the 
South Carolina Federation have been invited specially to be 
represented at this meeting, and the topics discussed bear 
definitely on welfare and reform work. The questions of 
compulsory education, the purpose of improvement, the 
indeterminate sentence, jail conditions in South Carolina, 
the work of the South Carolina prison association, the 
importance of association effort in charity, the problem of 
the deficient and delinquent child in all its phases will be dis- 
cussed on the program. ‘The two principal speakers before 
the conference will be Miss Jean Gordon, of Louisiana, so 
well known in all work in behalf of women and children, 
and Dr Hastings Hart, Director of the Child Welfare 
Department of the Russell Sage Foundation.

“Their Yesterdays,’ by Harold Bell Wright, the author of “The 
Winning of Barbara Worth” and other stories, is a sort of half essay, 
half story, suggesting the poetic thoughts of the “Reveries of a Bachelor.” 
The author is a most interesting personality, with a wide experience in 
life and a wonderful knowledge of men. He has shown his real self 
in this volume instead of creating new characters and working up a 
story; he has written a real love story and shows his own views on love, 
life and religion. He glorifies wife and motherhood, proving that women 
will always be women and in spite of work out in the world, ambition 
and success, love, home and motherhood are the only lasting joys. Mr. 
Wright says “the world of men, even as the world of women, is a world 
of hungry hearts.” He has divided this book into thirteen chapters, 
dealing with the thirteen truly great things of life—dreams, occupation, 
knowledge, ignorance, religion, tradition, temptation, life, death, failure 
and success, love and memories, and treats each one from the woman’s 
point of view as well as the man’s. The book is really a plea for home, 
love and motherhood, and suggests a possible reaction after the feverish 
vocational activity of the modern woman.

“Out of the Wreck I Rise,’ by Beatrice Harriden, the author of “Ships 
That Pass in the Night,” is an interesting thoroughly modern novel with 
original characters, showing the tendency of the times in affecting the 
relations between men and women. With the advance in woman’s educa- 
tion and opportunity she has something more than the physical and 
emotional, and in this book the vampire hero pursues his feminine prey. 
“Adrian Steele” has a decided moral twist and is unattractive physically, 
but has a charm of personality and intellect which he exerts over two 
different types of women. The author shows how he depends on them 
intellectually and uses their minds and souls for his own promotion 
regardless of their lives, and how the eternal feminine is always willing 
to be the compliment to the masculine even to her own hurt. The 
delineation of the character “Tamar,” the Jewess, is skillful and original. 
The plot is well planned and logical and the conclusion is inevitable. 
Miss Harriden tries to live her novels before writing them and gives much 
time to their preparation. She belongs to the militant suffragists and 
is keenly interested in the trades unions and working classes. She takes 
great joy in music, playing the ’cello beautifully, a talent inherited from 
her father. She enjoys the companionship of her friends, literary and 
musical, and Thomas Hardy, Swinburne, Browning, Ibsen and Bjornson 
were often met at her salon. She combines a charming personality with 
artistic genius.

RESIDENT’S Greeting—My Dear Friends: When 

the Board Meeting adjourned at French Lick, Indiana, 
September 12th, many of us went with Mrs. Grace Julian 
Clarke, on a pilgrimage to New Harmony. At Evansville, 
we were entertained at luncheon by that wonderful little 
woman, Mrs. Albion Fellows Bacon, whose work for. hous- 
ing reform is so widely known throughout the country. 
New Harmony has a most interesting background. Early 
in the last century the Rappites settled there to work out 
their creed of universal brotherhood; later came Robert 
Owens with his sociological experiment. However, we 
made the journey to do homage to the house in which the 
Minerva Club was organized in 1859. On Saturday night 
in the self-same drawing-room where the club came into 
existence, we were entertained by Mrs. and Miss Fauntleroy. 
Mrs. Fauntleroy, a most unusual woman of 84, and two 
other guests were charter members of the Minerva Club. 
It was truly interesting to hear them tell of those early days 
when no officer was elected for longer than six weeks; when 
it was scarcely considered proper to speak, though reading 
a paper was entirely ladylike. Miss Fauntleroy was most 
generous in showing us her treasures of long ago. One can 
not find more genuine hospitality than that extended by the 
people of New Harmony ;—we can only regret that the club 
which now exists in this unique village has not seen its way 
clear to come into the Federation. 


The next day found us in Indianapolis, where I had the 
pleasure of resting two days with a dear friend, Mrs. Glenn, 
the wife of the commanding officer at Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison. On Tuesday Mrs. Clarke gathered around a luncheon 
table Mrs. McWhirter, the president of the Indiana Federa- 
tion; Mrs. Hitt, Mrs. Elizabeth Claypool Earl and Miss 
Newsom, all so well known and so admired at the California 
Biennial. I left Indianapolis Wednesday morning and had 
the pleasure of dining between trains with Mr. and Mrs. 
Philip N. Moore and Dr. and Mrs. Walter McNabb Miller, 
of Columbia, Mo. I can not refrain from bearing testi- 
mony here to the generous aid that has ever come to me 
from my predecessor. As I glanced about the perfectly 
ordered dinner table, I could but think how fortunate we 
had been to have as our gifted president a woman whose 
housekeeping ideals had always been the very highest. 
Reaching home I| found a tremendous amount of mail. As, 
however, most of the letters were helpful, they gave me 
fresh strength to take up the daily task. 

I find that there is a desire on the part of several to sug- 
gest revision of by-laws. Mrs. William P. Harper, 651 
Kinnear Place, Seattle, Wash., is the chairman of the Revi- 
sion Committee and will be glad to receive letters from any 
club member. Both the revision and the question of resolu- 
tions will be discussed at the Council Meeting in Washing- 
ton. Apropos, Mrs. Andrews, the chairman of the Council 


Committee, has promised to notify me definitely next week 
the exact date that Washington prefers the meeting. I will 
immediately give this date to the Associate Press. I shall 
also send out letters to every State president, asking her to 
arrange her spring Federation meeting with the Council date 


in view and begging that she do all in her power to arouse 
interest in the Council. 


- After nine days’ hard work, I caught up with the mail 
Saturday at noon. That night I left for Philadelphia, Mrs. 
Blankenburg and I having been instructed by the Board of 
Directors to confer personally with Mr. Bok, editor of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, concerning a proposition that he had 
made. The following letter explains itself:

Mr. Edward Bok, The Ladies’ Home Journal, Philadelphia, Pa. 


Dear Mr. Box: After carefully going over each point in our interview 
of yesterday, and in reply to your favor of October 3d, we have decided 
to accept your offer, which we construe to be as follows: 

First: In the issue of February, 1913, you are to begin in the Ladies’~ 
Home Journal a department to be called “What Women’s Clubs Are 
Doing: A department under the auspices of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, edited by a woman selected by the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs.” 

Second: The aim of the department will be to act as a clearing house 
of information, by which the one club that has found good methods of 
working out some concrete practical work and has achieved results, may 
help many others who are trying to do a similar kind of work: This 
material is to be presented in a popular and readable manner, in some 
twenty or twenty-five paragraphs each month. 

Third: The material of this department is to be secured through the 
resources of the General Federation from the women’s clubs throughout 
the country, to be furnished by the editor who has been selected by the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs for the first three months, and 
after that to be furnished by her in connection with an offer, to be pub- 
lished on the page, to pay five dollars for every concrete example of 
women’s club work that the editor may accept, the Journal to pay for 
these accepted manuscripts. 

Fourth: It is understood that the Journal is to pay the selected editor. 

Fifth: In order that there be no danger of the spirit of the Federation 
work being misinterpreted, the Journal shall make no change in the 
Federation editor’s manuscript without consulting the president and first 
vice president of the Federation. 

We, a committee empowered by the Board of Directors, have taken this 
action, believing that such a department will bring the work of the 
Federation to thousands of women who are not now in touch with our 
activities, thus spreading the gospel of civic housekeeping, of civic 
service and of altruistic effort. Very sincerely yours,

Mrs. E. E. Moffitt, the chairman, now 
lives in Richmond, and a committee to assist her in selecting 
the design and executing the work was ordered, a left-over 
fund of $28 from the Wyatt monument augmenting the 
amount in hand to over $2,000. 

CuHapEL Hitt, MONUMENT is still incomplete, though the 
fund grows. Shiloh has had another good year in this State 
and it must be the banner one for Arlington. Mrs. I. W. 
Faison, director, has a fund of about $800, which she 
expects to make one thousand by the general convention; 
of these amounts the State gave $100 from the sinking fund, 
$200 by friends of the cause and $196 by chapters at con- 
vention. Mrs. Latta C. Johnston, regent of the North 
Carolina Room in Richmond Museum, reported $388.36 as 
the year’s addition to the endowment fund. Mrs. Edwin 
R. Overman reported $278 as a beginning for the Gettys- 
burg monument, which is waiting its turn after the comple- 
tion of undertakings of longer standing. Mrs. Hunter G. 
Smith’s report of proposed home for wives and widows of 
Confederate soldiers, was enthusiastically adopted, with a 
set of recommendations for procedure included, and was one 
of the most important actions of the convention. . The com- 
mittee will be open for bids from towns and cities who 
desire to make offers of sites and donations until December 
12; Fayetteville has already made a fine offer, when the 
committee will formulate what they have in view for a final 
appeal to the State Legislature in January for an annual 
maintenance fund, the Division renewing its offer to fur- 
nish the building. It is expected to succeed this time, but 
chapters are urged to interest their local representatives and 
municipalities. 

Historica, EvENING.—The first Historical and Literary 
evening of the North Carolina U. D. C.’s was presided over 
by the assistant historian, Mrs. W. O. Shannon, in the 
Grubb Theatre, where all the convention sessions were held 
on Thursday evening, the 10th. The program consisted of

Salisbury talent, choral, piano and band. An original 
poem, “A Confederate Health,” by Mrs. Mary Groome 
McNinch, of Charlotte; a paper, “The 26th N. C. 
Regiment,” by Mrs. Henry A. London, of Pittsboro, and an 
address by Hon. A. H. Boyden, of Salisbury, on Gettys- 
burg. An exact reproduction of the first Confederate flag, 


the gift of its designer; Major Orrim Randolph Smith, of 
Henderson, was presented to the Division in a brief his- 
torical narrative of the making of its prototype by Mrs. 
Thad. W. Thrash, of Tarboro.

The 
State treasurer to be bonded out of the Division funds; a 
new office, that of Director of Children of the Confederacy, 
be created, the new president to appoint the officer; a total 
revision of the Constitution presented by appointed commit- 
tee to next convention; a committee to devise means of 
doing equal honor to the boys who died in the war in our 
State as we have in the cross of honor given to survivors and 
those who left descendants.

“The Chalice of Courage,” by Cyrus Townsend Brady, is a fascinating 
story of the far West, full of unusual incidents told in a vivid, forceful 
manner. The hero and the heroine are subjected to most trying ordeals 
and many kinds of temptation, but in every case each is strong enough 
to resist and adhere to the high standard of their ideals. In the preface 
the author tells us that he has been in the canon, he has tramped the 
trails and looked over the precipice down which the woman fell and 
that the characters are real men and women, all of which adds con- 
siderably to our interest in the book. In the opening chapters a young 
woman falls headlong over a precipice and is so terribly injured that she 
implores her husband to kill her and end her suffering. They are miles 
away from human habitation and assistance, and darkness and wild birds 
and animals near by. The agony of the man and its after effects upon 
his life are most graphically described, and this incident forms the 
nucleus of the plot. Every page is full of action and it is difficult to 
put the book down until finished, so exciting are the happenings and so 
rapidly do they occur. There are some psychological problems involved 
in the relation of the women to the men they love, and the book will 


lease many moods and many minds.

in point of time—for the pleasure, the real benefit, the enthu- - 


siasm, the new plans, the realization of past success and abil- 
ities for future achievements are still live, active and from 
such a meeting the Virginia Division can but “go marching 
on!” The only adjectives I have heard relative to it are 
“glorious, largest, well arranged, perfectly planned, most 
harmonious.” Such things ‘“‘doeth the heart good like a 
medicine,” but at the same time there must be bright before 
us what we are to do in the coming year.

The Turner Ashby Chapter leit nothing to be desired or 
thought of in the way of lavish cordiality and hospitality.

This and the drive 
two miles out to the spot where gallant Ashby fell, now 
marked by a handsome monument, were the features of the 
week outside the business meetings. 

The president in her report spoke of the twelve new chap- 
ters—three revived—nearly 2,000 new members, making in 
all 134 chapters and 8,516 members. The Virginia Divi- 
sion having: sent to Mrs. Gantt a large part of her proper 
roster. Of nearly twice as much given to the Museum this 
year as was given last year; of auxiliary chapters formed 
and progressing; of the crowning achievement, the securing 
from the Legislature a $5,000 fund for the relief of needy 
Confederate women—giving due praise and thanks to Mrs. 
Randolph for her work along this line. 

The treasurer reported $4,500 received and about $1,500 
on hand; $100 given to John W. Daniel monument, and 67 
needy women using the relief fund of $3 per month. 

Following the recorder’s report was a motion to ask an 
extension of time for giving crosses. The Division will beg 
this at Washington next month. 

The Education Fund, with its Farmville scholarship, was 
increased by $180 within a few minutes after Mrs. Hart’s 


report of 29 applicants for the one available gift in the hands 
of the Division. 

The Sixth District moved that steps be taken to secure 
State flags on State schools, 

There will be 800 copies of the Minutes printed this year. 
The five hundred last year being inadequate. We are learn- 
ing to use them and beginning to realize the importance and 
the value of these books. Be sure to send for your copy— 
3 for 25 cents, postpaid. The actual cost of printing these 
is about 35 cents each. Our State taxes pay the bill, and is 
money well spent. 

Delegates present, 154. Voting strength of the Conven- 
tion, 303. 

No account of the meeting would be complete without 
mention of the veterans who attended the meetings, one 
wearing the same suit of gray in which he followed Ashby 
through the valley—and of their appreciation of, and devo- 
tion to, the leader of the Confederate chorus, who is also 
president of a chapter in Portsmouth. “‘God bless that 
sweet voice,’ as one old veteran cried! | 

Reports on Arlington and Shiloh monument funds show 
Virginia with the foremost in the work. Last year to Shiloh 
she gave $332. This year an even $500. Halloween 
(October 31st) was set apart as Arlington Day. The cor- 
ner stone for this splendid $50,000 memorial to our dead in 
the National Cemetery, will be laid November 12, during the 
U. D. C. Convention, and Virginia wants to do yet more 
than she has already done and special efforts will be made to 
increase largely her already glorious contribution to the 
work. 

It was especially gratifying to note the large enthusiasm 
with which the new chapters had taken hold—nearly all had 
presented crosses on September 15—and they especially 
begged for extension of time for this, that they might give 
more, most particularly those chapters in the mountain dis- 
tricts.

“The Daughter of Heaven” a Premiere. 


FIRST performance is always of interest to the dra- 

matic critics as well as the regular theatregoers and 
the much heralded presentation Pierre Loti’s play, ‘The 
Daughter of Heaven,’ was no exception to the rule. The 
tendency of the literary man to try his hand at the drama 
was again exemplified in Pierre Loti, whose recent visit to 
America was undertaken for the avowed purpose of wit- 
nessing the premiére of his play, “The Daughter of 
Heaven.” This Chinese story of love and war was first 
presented on any stage at the Century Theatre (so widely 
known as the New Theatre) in New York city on October 
12. M. Loti was in the audience, watched with great intent- 
ness the presentations of his play,.and at its close was called 
upon to face his first American audience. The cast was a 
most interesting one. Viola Allen well suited the part of 
the daughter of Ming, the Chinese empress, while Basil Gill, 
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the young English actor, said to be the handsomest man on 
the English stage today, made his debut in America as the 
Manchu emperor. The play as a spectacular effect was 
brilliant; the Chinese costumes of rich silks and embroid- 
eries, the lovely Chinese garden in the time of the cherry 
blossoms with its live storks and peacocks, the storming of 


the battlements of Mankin, with the “Daughter of Ming” 


playing the part of Chinese Jeanne d’Arc, and encouraging 
her soldiers in their hour of defeat, the funeral pyre of the 
Chinese soldiers, the gates of Pekin, with their bustling 
crowds buying and selling all unmindful of the bloody work 
of the headsman in their midst, and finally the death scene 
of the “Daughter of Heaven,” a prisoner of war, enthroned 
in the palace of the Manchus, all were vivid pictures and 
marvelous triumphs of stage effects. 

The Chinese music which accompanied the play had been 
selected by Miss Judith Gautier, and which at first added a 
weird oriental charm to the opening scenes, gradually grew 
monotonous to occidental ears, and before the close of the 
play became almost unbearable. 

The literary merit of M. Loti’s play has been much dis- 
cussed ; the author makes an appeal against the tendency of 
the day—Individualism; the “Daughter of Ming” sacrifices 
her individual love for the Manchu man because of her 
loyalty to the ideals of her people; the sorrows, self-sacri- 
fices, the loneliness and the repression of personal feeling 
which come to those in high places are stressed, and in these 
days of socialistic tendencies Pierre Loti has spoken the 
timely word in behalf of the sense of obligation and the 
virtues of the aristocrat. “The Daughter of Heaven’ dis- 
pels many occidental ideas of the character and influence of 
theoriental woman, and Pierre Loti gives us in his heroine a 
woman as wise, as strong and as brave as Boadecia, Jeanne 
d’Arc or Maria Theresa. The keynote is struck in the 
struggle between patriotic obligation and personal happiness, 
and he has made the oriental woman measure up to the 
highest occidental ideals in this respect. A heroic rather 
than a romantic atmosphere prevails throughout the play, 
and one wonders if Loti’s knowledge of the oriental has 
gone deeper and seen farther than the generally accepted 
understanding of the Asiatic. The magnificent spectacular 
effects will please the crowds, while the psychology of the 
plot must attack and interest the thoughtful and discrimi- 
nating. While the dramatic action was slow, there was a 
charm of literary expression which lingered in the memory. 
This English adaptation of the play is by George Egerton 
and the management is in the hands of the celebrated the- 
atrical managers, Leiber & Company, who have never 
failed to give the public splendid stage effects and well bal- 
anced casts. “The Daughter of Heaven” is one of the 
dramatic events of the year, and for unusual atmosphere, 
international literary association and elaborate stage setting 
is a topic of general discussion.

“ The Play’s the Thing.” 


NE OF the most interesting literary tendencies of the 
times is the increased attention being paid to the 
drama. Modern literature seems to turn in this direction 
and most of the great literary men of today are trying their 
hands at some form of the drama. The American stage is 


- feeling this influence, and a great uplift is making its 


appearance there. No American actors have done more for 
this uplift than Mr. Sothern and Miss Julia Marlowe in 
their devotion to the legitimate drama and their artistic 
and sympathetic interpretation of Shakesperean plays. 
These scholarly artists presented four weeks of Shake- 
sperean plays in New York city during the past month of 
October, and filled the Manhattan Opera House in that city 
five nights a week with discriminating and appreciative 
audiences. The staging and costuming of the plays were 
flawless and brilliant, and an excellent cast supported the 
two stars. These great English dramas of humanity in the 
hands of this company brought tears and laughter to their 
twentieth century audiences, and so fulfilled the mission of 
the stage. Inno one of the plays did the talent of Southern 
and Marlowe display itself to greater advantage than in 
that well balanced comedy, “Twelfth Night,” which was 
given three times during the engagement. Mr. Sothern’s 
“Malvolio” was presented with the supreme self-conscious- 
ness, the reserve and the moral pride that best express the 
poet's idea of Olivia’s steward, and was a splendid foil to 
Miss Marlowe’s Viola, who with her serene, pure, tender, 
moral recititude never once oversteps the bounds of maidenly 
modesty, and is sincere even in her disguise. Mr. Sothern 
possesses that rare talent of repressed power in his acting, 
and this quality was especially suited to the portrayal of the 
character of the vain, pompous lovesick but upright steward ; 
while Miss Marlowe's wonderfully melodious voice and 
gentle grace embodied Viola’s sincerity and lack of self- 
consciousness to a great degree. The rich humor of the 
comedy was well sustained by Mr. Buckstone’s Sir Toby 
(true brother of Falstaff) and Sir Andrew echoed Sir 
Toby's fun. ‘The spirit of the play was one of careless joy 
and freedom well befitting its name, and the Sothern- 
Marlowe Company caught the spirit of the times and inter- 
preted it to their audiences. 


The Drama League and the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs have been working to arouse public opinion in favor 
of loftier ideals for the stage. These organizations should 
take heart of courage when they see such productions as 
these Shakesperean presentations and the audiences which 
greeted them throughout the engagement. 


“The Lovers,” by Eden Phillpots, is a stirring tale of the trials and 
privations of the American prisoners in England captured on the high 
seas during the Revolutionary War. The descriptions of prison life are 
vividly written, and the attitude of the English towards Americans at 
this time forms the nucleus of the plot. Two girls fall in love with two 
of the gallant prisoners, in each case an ardent British father is an 
obstacle, and the intrigues planned to bring about the escape of the 
prisoners and overcome the family prejudice make exciting reading. 
‘The book is full of daring deeds, love, romance, remorse and patriotism. 
Honor, courage and chivalry are granted to both countries, while Amer- 
ican men and English women act the chief parts in this most entertaining 
novel,
